Washington, February 10.—Appro- 
priations of $336,347,000 for the war 
department for the next fiscal year 
are provided under an agreement on 
the annual army bill reached late 
today by the senate and house con- 
ferees. The smount is $4,000,000 
less than provided by the senate and 
$3,000,000 over those of the house. 

Only a few differences between the 
house and senate had remained for 
adjustment and the conferees’ action 
practically completed the measure, 
which is the last of the unfinished 
appropriation bills of the session. 

The compromise was accepted by 
the senate tonight and now is to 
be presented to the house. Under | 
it, provisions designated to prohibit 
retirement pay to Major General Har- 


bord, retired, tormer deputy chief of 
staff, would be modified to permit | 
General Harbord, who is now the'| 
head of a radio corporation, to re- | 
ceive retirement pay, but would pro- '
